WASHINGTON, Oct. 15.—(UP)— 
A move for speedy distribution about 
$1,000,000,000 to depositors in closed 
banks which cannot be re-opened was 
announced at the White House to- 
night. 

The plan is a step in President 
Roosevelt’s drive to stabilize the bank 
situation speedily by either reopening 
banks for full business, or liquidating 


them in an orderly manner which will 
salvage as much money as possible for 
depositors. a 

A deposit liquidation division will 
he established in the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation to handle the 
liquidation with R. F. C. funds, later 
supplemnted by funds of the federal 
deposit insurance corporation, 

50 Per Cent. 

In general, loans from the new R. 
F. C. division to closed banks will 
be limited to 50 per cent of deposits, 
thus establishing a 50 per cent maxi- 
mum for payment to depositors. In 
some cases where assets justify, a 
somewhat larger distribution may be 
possible, but where assets are not 
worth 50 per cent of deposits the divi- 
dends will be less. In some cases, the 
White House statement warned, no 
dividends beyond those already paid 
will be possible.

“First, to place money in the hands 
of depositors with the least possible 
delay, and, second, to bring about 
more orderly liquidation of the assets 
of closed banks. This will prevent

The division will make loans to 
closed banks, ‘taking over their assets 
as security, to the extent of the ap- 
praised value of the assets. Thus a 
closed bank desiring to liquidate will 
not have to sell its real estate mort- 
gages and other frozen and semi- 
frozen assets at bankruptcy prices on 
the open market. Instead, these assets 
can be held for a market more in line

PRESIDENT PLEADS 
FOR RELIEF HELP 


“Buck-Passers” Assailed 
as Roosevelt Opens Big 
Charity Drive. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 15.—())— 
President Roosevelt tonight assailed 
“buck passers” who leave it all to the 
government in providing relief for the 
needy and appealed to all to give to 
local organizations carrying on welfare 
services. 

Opening the four-week charity drive 
of the 1933 mobilization for human 
needs in an address from the White 
House, Mr. Roosevelt re-emphasized 
his position that local and state re- 
sponsibility comes first in the relief 
program and said: 

“A number—I am glad to say a 
small number—of people have written 
to me to express the thought that 
all relief work should be taken over 
by the government, and have intimated 
that they would not feel any duty 
this year to subscribe to -local relief 
or local charity. 

“These people have a wholly wrong 
slant on the fundamental basis of our 
American civilization. They deny the 
civic responsibility of the individual, 
and would seek to toss every problem 
into the lap of the government. They 
are ‘buck passers.’ ”’ 

Newton D. Baker, secretary of war 
during the world conflict and chair- 
man of the mobilization organization, 
spoke on the same program with the 
president. 

am glad indeed that my old 
friend, Newton D. Baker, once more is 
heading the forces of mobilization and 
this time we are all happy that it is 
a mobilization of peace,” the executive 
said. 

He added the “fine teamwork in 
the recovery program cannot be suc-

While a “steadily growing re-em-

UROPEAN BLAST 
S SUUGHT BY U.S 


Washington Approves 
Arms Recess Plan and 
Proceeds Slowly, Await- 

ing Developments. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 15.—(#)-— 
Threads of information from Euro- 
pean capitals were drawn together 
tonight by American officials in an 
effort to form a policy of diplomatic 
action in the crisis created by Ger- 
many’s surprising withdrawal from 
the League of Nations and the arms 
conference. 

There was no disposition to mini- 
mize the magnitude of the challenge 
to the whole disarmament movement 
presented by the Hitler government's 
sudden action, but definite steps 
have not taken shape. 

Clear indication was given, how- 
ever, that American diplomacy would 
work all the harder to remove this 
new impediment. Officials expressed 
agreement with the decision reached 
at Geneva by the major powers to 
recommend a recess of the arms par- 
ley for a brief period, but to stand 
firmly against a final adjournment. 

At the state department it was said 
the chief of the American arms dele- 
gation, Norman H. Davis, had au- 
thority to join in such a recommenda- 
tion without consulting his home gov- 
ernment, 

Recess Desirable. . 

The recess was regarded as desir- 
able to enable the parley to recover 
somewhat from the blow dealt by 
Germany’s withdrawal and to enable 
the world’s Statesmen to work out 
a solution if one ear be-found. ~ 

In some quarters it was felt that 
Benito Muas®plini might emerge as the

BOISE, Idaho, Oct. 15.—(4)—Sen- 
ator William E. Borah, republican, 
Idaho, said today, “We are facing 
the possibility of another war” and— 
commenting on Germany’s withdrawal 
from the arms conference: and the 
League of Nations—the_ situation 
“can be charged to no simgle nation.”

While those who “must do the 
fighting and dying if war comes am 
petitioning for peace, or the lifting 
of the burden of armaments, those 
who will not shed one drop of their 
own ignoble blood. or imperil one 
hair of their recreant heads are ap- 
parently leading on toward another 
armed conflict. 

“This present situation, the world 
heavily armed, drifting toward an- 
other war, can charged to no sin- 
gle nation or group of nations, Like 
the World War, it is the fruit of the 
policies of many. nations. 

“When the Versailles treaty was 
signed the defeated nations were dis- 
armed. They were not only disarmed, 
but they were impoverished, hungry 
and helpless. What was there against 
which the victor nations should arm? 
Why should they not carry out the

Only six Georgia banks, closed since 
January 1, have not reopened their 
doors and peg will benefit by 
about $500,000, at the rate of 50 per 
cent repayment, it was estimated.

Under Georgia law, Mr. Gormley 
asserted, no money can be borrowed 
on the assets of a closed bank or a 
bank in the proeess of liquidation. 
Therefore, for Georgians to receive the 
aid of the government in getting such 
deposits it would be necessary for the 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation 
either to buy the assets from the bank 
or to buy the claims of the depositors 
and to act in their stead. 


Since 1926 many banks have shut 
their doors in Georgia and of these 
105 still remain closed, tieing up ap- 
proximately $10,000,000. 

A number of banking houses have 
closed sinee the first of the year, but 
of that total all but six have reopen- 
ed for business or are now in the 
process of liquidation. 

Mr. Gormley stated that he would 
immediately begin procetens to get 
all the money for Georgia that was 
possible. He predicted that business 
would be stimulated to a considerable 
degree in all sections where there are 
closed banks.

It is‘ not intended 
that such distribution will be uniform 
but that they will be limited to the 
orderly liquidation value of assets on 
which loans can be made, reserving 
only what will appear sufficient to 
ay taxes, expenses and interest dur- 
g the liquidating period. In some 
cases further distributions will not 
be possible because assets remain 
in the banks will not warrant any 
further dividends than those hereto- 
fore made. Distributions in any case 
will be ible only to the amounts 
of the loanable value of the assets 
which have not already been pledged 
or otherwise disposed of. In cases 
where the condition of the closed bank 
wili justify it, proper consideration 
will be given to a larger distribution 
than 50 per cent.

Northern railway system of the ad- 
dition of 1,200 miles of daily pas- 
senger service over its lines, coin- 
cident with lower basic fares, is 
another step in the policy of the 
western railroads to increase their 
revenues by giving better service 
and selling that service at figures 
that will meet the public price con- 
sciousness. 

Practically every large rail sys- 
tem in the west has experimented 
with reduced rates, not of a spe- 
cial nature, limited as to time and 
destination, but good anywhere and 
at any time. They haye found that 
the policy has resulted not only 
in increased patronage but in larger 
net returns. 

It is difficult’to understand why 
the systems east of the Mississippi 
have been so timorous in taking 
the same step. Their executives 
meet, discuss, and refer the ques- 
tion for further study. 

The executives of the eastern 
and southern railroads are among 
the ablest in the country, but only 
in a few exceptions, as in the case 
of the Louisville & Nashville and 
its subsidiaries, have they inaugu- 
rated sharp reductions in basic pas- 
senger fares, accompanied by the 
abolition of the obnoxious Pullman 
surcharge. That this is a paying 
policy is shown by the experience 
of the L. & N., which found the 
six-month experiment so profitable 


that the low rates have been con- | 


tinued for another period. 

Sooner or later all the railroads 
of the country must take this step 
as their only means of salvation. 
The only way they can success- 
fully compete with other types of 
transportation is by reduced rates. 

They have nibbled at rate reduc- 
tion, filling their trains at times, 
only to leave them practically empty 
between the periods during which 
these “special” rates have applied. 
As The Constitution has frequently 
pointed out, it takes a Philadelphia 
lawyer to figure out the compli-

FAMINE AGAIN IN RUSSIA. 

Despite the abundant harvests in 
the agricultural sections of Russia 
this summer, reports from Pierre 
Van Paassen, European correspond- 
ent of The Constitution who is now 
on an investigation tour of the 
soviet states, bring the information 
that the Russian people are facing 
another winter of great hardship. 

The reason for this strange 
anomaly of famine in the midst of 
plenty is, according to Mr. Van 
Paassen, the manner and method in 
which the government collects the 
grain tax from the peasants, by far 
too much being taken away to leave 
the rural regions of the Ukraine 
enough to subsist on. 

The protests of the farmers have 
availed them nothing and even high 
officials of the communist party in 
the Ukraine who have been coura- 
geous enough to point out that the 
new system of grain collections 
ruins the farmers and drives them 
to starvation and destitution are 
promptly deprived of their posts.

The Invaded 
City. 

Geneva was crowded when I arrived 
for the session of the League of Na- 
tions council. A room, eight stories 
up, in a private house was the only 
refuge I could discover after an all- 
day search. The principal hotels have 
the big delegations, Germans and Ital- 
ians on one street, British on the next 
block, and so on, scattered through 
the city, Japanese and Chinese, Span- 
iards, Bulgarians and Paraguayans. 
The bar in the League building—the 


longest bar in the world—is crowded 
from 11 till far into the night, news- 
papermen, attaches, s"ies, intelligence 
officers, lobbyists for the big arma- 
ment firms, private detectives, lady 
secretaries, commercial consuls, diplo- 
mats, the whole international riga- 
marole. 

The Germans are not much in evi- 
dence in public. They are represented 
here by diminutive, club-footed Dr. 
Goebbels, who, I must say, looks 
strangely un-Aryan when moving 
about from place to place escorted by 
a bodyguard of six stalwart huskies, 
all dazzling blonds from Sleswig-Hol- 
stein or thereabouts, for such aibino 
Nordics even Prussia never bred. 

The smartest dressed man of the 
delegates is Captain Eden, the per- 
manent undersecretary, of state from 
England. He is considered the best 
advertisement the London tailors can 
muster, next to the Prince of Wales 
himself. The tailors, it is said, hope 
for many international conferences 
with Captain Eden in the principal 
role. By the side of the French states- 
men, in their usual bedraggled and 
unironed suits, Captain Eden looks 
like a modern Adonis. 

The Japanese are still here, but 
merely as lookers-on. They smile 
quietly and courteously when you ask 
them a question. They don’t mind it 
that Europe has its hands full. That 
gives them a chance to work in Asia.

Health Talks

THIS WISTFUL LOOKING 
BACKWARD. 
Youth is a blunder; manhood a 
struggle ; old age a regret, said Dis- 
raeli in one mood, and in another 
the same famous phrase maker ob- 
served that almost everything that is 
great has been done by youth. An- 
other noted writer of Disraeli’s time 
who told the world the pen is might- 
ler than the sword bade blundering 
youth and struggling manhood cheer 
up, for in the lexicon of youth there 
is no such word as “fail.” I shouldn't 
wonder if my own pet poet, Aleck 
Pope, didn’t get off a neat one on the 
subject, but what’s the use? The 
way one looks at youth 
mainly on the state of one’s arteries, 
and 0 amount of poetizing or meta- 
phor making can remove the question 
from the field of physiology. 
Rejuvenation is the bunk so far as 
any magic nostrum, gland hocus-po- 
cus or mail-order surgery is concern- 
ed. But if one can free one’s mind 
from the poetry, romance and mys- 


tery inspired by the miracle mer- 
chants there are some things which 
one should know and do and some 
things one should avoid in order to 
Stay young. I refer to sound prin- 
ciples of physiology and hygiene, and 
vot to any silly twaddle about smil- 
ing when you’re in no condition to 
smile or be pleased with yourself. 

A symbol which has become popu- 
lar though it is incorrect is TB 
which really means tubercle bacilli 
but to the laity means tuberculosis. 
{n medical parlance there is another 
symbol, CVD, which means cardio- 
vascular disease or degeneration— 
that is, heart and artery disease. This 
includes many cases of slow heart 
failure (myocarditis, angina pectoris), 
apoplexy (cerebral hemorrhage, stroke 
or shock of paralysis) and chronic 
nephritis (Bright’s disease). CVD 
now terminates more lives than does 
tuberculosis itself. People are learn- 
ing how to avoid or prevent tubercu- 
losis—learning in spite of our popular 
education system. People are not 
learning how to avoid CVD, for this 
is more a question of personal health, 
individual knowledge and habits. Most 
individuals take neither interest in 
nor any steps to combat premdture 
old age or “breakdown” until they 
are pretty far gone. Now I believe 
sincerely that a man or woman who 
is just “a bit stale” can come back, 
but I do not mean to suggest that 
there is any hope for habitual of- 
fenders who repent and cry for sue- 
cor when they are overtaken by the 
cold gradations of decay. 

Symptom hunters who pick up their 
ears and pay close attention here may 
as well turn to the funny pictures. 
We have a lot of a readers 
whom we want to keep young. and 
for their sake we are quite finical 
about mentioning symptoms. Besides. 
there are no particular symptoms 
which spell staleness or premature 
old age or anything like that. Symp- 
toms are properly complaints the pa- 
tient makes to his doctor, not sugges- 
tions the doctor gives to the patient. 

Degeneration is a word that rather 
alarms the layman because his in- 
terpretation is different from the in- 
terpretation of the physician. In the 
medical mind it means merely a wear- 
ing down, a downgrade change, as con- 
trasted with the building up or up- 
grade change of youth and adult life. 
Regeneration is a reversal of the 
downgrade changes, such as I believe 
still possible for those who have gone 
stale. In talk to follow we'll con- 
sider this in more detail.

HERR HITLER WASHINGTON, Oct. 15.—You cannot believe 
much of the news you get from Germany these 
days. Hitler has the press by the throat. 

His regime lets out only what it considers favorable and lets 
in virtually nothing at all. The average German knows less about 
what is going on in the outside world than the average native in 
darkest Africa. Similarly we know that little about the true condi- 
tion there. . 

A fairly authentic inside survey of the situation can be pieced 
together from several confidential reports recently received here. 
These come from official and unofficial personages whose names 
cannot be divulged, but who have lately come from Germany and 
know whereof they speak. Their views can be summarized as 
follows. 


LIP SERVICE Hitler commands wildly enthusiastic lip service 
‘ from 99 per cent of the German people. There is 

no opposition. Traveling through Germany you would think he is 
as popular as Mussolini in Italy. 

That situation is amply illustrated by a letter from a Berlin Jew 
to his cousin in New York. The Jew said: , 

“Hitler is a fine man. Everything is fine here. 
happy. P. S.—Brother Isadore held a contrary view. 
him yesterday.” 


FALSIFICATIONS To read the unemployment figures in the 


German newspapers you would think that 
Hitler has done better than Roosevelt. They say the unemployed 
army has been reduced from around 5,000,000 to 2,000,000. The 
trick in that is that Hitler has transferred most of the jobless into 
an organized army where they do a little work for the state and 
receive the equivalent of about 10 cents a day in black bread and 
poor food. 

The fundamantal private employment situation is thus tempo- 
rarily quieted but not cured. 

The business situation is suffering from the Jewish boycott. 
Germany’s unfavorable trade balance is an ever widening gap. Ex- 
ports are running increasingly below last year. 

This has caused Hitler to try easing up on the Jews. Many 
Israelites are being saved by the intercession of prominent nazis. 
So often have nazi officials come to the dictator with private appeals 
for Jewish friends that Hitler recently remarked privately: 

“There must be 65,000,000 Jews in Germany because fully that 
many have sought intercessions with me through my associates.”

GAS War preparations are supposed to have been started in Ger- 

man laboratories long before Hitler came into power. He 
has accelerated them. Chancellories throughout Europe suspect the 
Germans are probably better equipped in chemical science than any 
other nation now. 

They know this talk about battleships and guns is largely inter- 
national political hooey. Those are obsolete weapons. However, 
the ingenuity of man has never been able to devise a weapon from 
which there is no defense. The French, Italian, English and even 
our own chemical laboratories have not been idle. They also have 
secrets. The French particularly are supposed to have developed 
a deadly gas which would do the work of an army corps. 

Germany has no credit. She has no money. Hitler has suc- 
ceeded in surrounding himself with international enemies with whom 
he cannot hope to cope in the long run. He is losing the friend- 
ship of Italy. Austria has successfully barred the door to him. 

No person and no nation can live and prosper the way he is 
going about it. 

‘The day cannot long be delayed when reason will supplant prej-' 
udice in the minds of the German people. Anger cannot long be 
maintained. 

That means Mr. Hitler will moderate himself as Mussolini did 
or else he will be tossed out. 

Most observers believe he will be tossed out. 


JEWS The anti-Jewish campaign is really very popular in Ger- 
many. The root of it lies in Jewish control of big Ger- 
man business. But it goes even deeper. 

Most Germans suffered severly in the depreciated currency 
days. For instance, some had to save up for a week to buy a glass 
of beer. When they went to the beer gardens they saw evidence 
of inherent Jewish financial shrewdness and thrift. Apparently 
the average Jew handled his money more wisely than the average 
German. It was the Jews who were able to buy the big steins and 
attract the German maidens. 

Probably not more than 10 per cent of the Jews did anything 
which could possibly be criticized. But it was easy for Hitler to 
capitalize the sentiment against these few. For their sins all Jews 
were made to suffer. 

The best authorities whisper that the world knows no more than 
25 per cent of the indignities secretly wrought on German Jews.

The American 
position at present is that the con- 
ference should be saved from a break- 
down which might mean an-end to all 
efforts for disarmament and the be- 
ginning of a great international arma- 
ments race. 

A few important points bearing on 
American policy became plain: 

The United States is firmly opposed 
to present rearmament by any nation 
and in this it stands with its one- 
time allies, notably France and Great 
Britain. 

It recognizes Germany’s right to 

equality of armaments “in a system 
which would provide security for all 
nations” but believes this must come 
about by stages and through reduc- 
tion of the military power of the 
heavily armed states rather than 
through German rearmament. 
_ In endeavoring to bring this about 
it is employing diplomacy marked by 
careful consideration of the national 
 Neggs of Germany and other na- 
ions.

PARIS SEES FEAR REVIVAL 


BUT REPORTS “WE ARE CALM” 
PARIS, Oct. 15.—()—A foreign 
office official said today that war 
fears have been rearoused by yester- 
day’s speech of Chancellor Hitler of 
Germany but that “we are calm.” 

“The situation is grave,” he said, 
“but France is keeping cool.” 

He said Hitler’s acts have resur- 
rected the treaty of Versailles. 

Premier Daladier kept silent. He 
sat much of the day in the ministry 
of war consulting political and mili- 
tary chiefs and trying to map Franee’s 
course, 

In official circles it was said the 
Daladier cabinet had gained tremen- 
dous strength in the present situation 
and all parliamentary talk among 
deputies is of a national unity of 
face “an unmasked Germany.” 

“Tremendously Silent.” 

The government, it was said offi- 
cially, will remain “tremendously si- 
lent” until a course is determined. 
This course, an official said, probably 
will be indicated Tuesday by the 
premier after the cabinet session. 

Meanwhile, he indicated, France 
will feel the pulse vf England and 
America since it is felt that their 
support of a disarmament plan makes 
it imperative to counsel with them. 
The consensus of most deputies, none 
of whom wished to be quoted directly 
before the government makes a state- 
ment, was that another war would be 
inevitable unless some means of concil- 
lation, not at present clear, are found. 

The four-power pact (among 
France, Germany, Italy and Great 
Britain), was said by officials to be 
inapplicable now because it was made 
within the framework of the League 
from which Germany announced yes- 
terday she was withdrawing, 

Officials of parliament scouted the 
benefits of direct negotiation between 
Germany and France as a trap pre- 
pared by Hitler to isolate France. 

Freeing France’s Hand, 

The French press generally saw 
German’s actions as freeing France’s 
hand in respect to armaments and 
the newspapers today stressed the 
importance of Franco-British-Ameri- 
can solidarity. 

The Journal said: “The Franco- 
Anglo-American front will be closer 
than ever.” 

The Volonte said: “The procedure 
of the reich can only cement our 
solidarity with England and _ the 
United States,” | 

The political observer Pertinax 
wrote in the Echo De Paris: “Ger- 
many wants war... are we to 
wait passively while she prepares?” 

Le Martin described the Hitler pro- 
testations of peaceful intent as “a 
trap,” while the Paris-Soir saw hope 
in Hifler’s speech as showing he “is 
unwilling to burn all bridges.”

MacDONALD TAKES HELM 
FOR BRITAIN IN CRISIS 


LONDON, Oct. 15.—(?)—Premier 
MacDonald returned to No. 10 Down- 
ing street earlier than usual tonight 
from Chequers, where he spent the 
week-end and prepared to guide Great 
Britain through the critical days re- 
sulting from Germany’s break with 
the League of Nations and the arms 
parley. 

The premier continued telephone 
conferences with Sir John Simon, 
British foreign secretary, and his con- 
tacts with Stanley Baldwin and. Ne- 
ville Chamberlain. 

The three cabinet ministers decided 
that the foreign minister should re- 
main in Geneva in the event of a 
full conference meeting tomorrow. 

British official quarters still re- 
mained under MacDonald’s edict of 
silence. Unofficially, political cir- 
cles discussed the Hitler speech, com- 
menting that it was not as bad as it 
could have been but that such con- 
ciliatory utterances as Hitler made 
failed to compensate Germany’s ac- 
tion. 

Simon is expected, by his efforts 
at Geneva, to uphold both the pres- 
tige of the League and the work of 
the arms parley. Whether this view 
will prevail at Geneva depends upon 
France and Italy and the American 
policy as regards the disarmament 
conference. 

The most authoritative view of the 
situation and one likely to have 
weight in cabinet circles was made 
available by Sir Thomas Inskip, at- 
torney general of the national gov- 
ernment, who said: 

“T feel that war is a good way off 
yet, and that the League is the great- 
est factor toward obtaining world 
peace,” 

Sir Thomas said the League of Na- 
tions would survive Germany's de- 
parture just the same as she had 
done the departure of Japan, but that 
there was no doubt the League would 
be weaker as a result of Germany’s 
withdrawal.

VIENNA, Oct. 15.—(4)-—The 
touchy, barbed-wire attitude charac- 
terizing Austro-German relations in 
recent months was conspicuously lack- 
ing today in comments of the pro- 
government Austrian press concern- 
ing Germany’s withdrawal from world 
council chambers. 

Never since the outbreak of the 
Dollfuss-Hitler hostilities has the 
semi-official Reichspost printed such 
Warm expressions of sympathy for 
Germany. Only in anti-government 
socialist quarters was Hitler’s “assas- 
sination of world peace” bitterly as- 
sailed. 

The socialist Der Tag flatly accused 
Germany of ——s a bacteriolog- 
ical war in its laboratories and organ- 
izing a “march against the disunited 
civilized world.” 

Watchful waiting characterized the 
government’s attitude. Chancellor 
Englebert Dollfuss demonstrated he 
was not excessively agitated over de- 
velopments by spending the week-end 
in the country according to previous 
plans. 

Cautious, Reference. 

Vice Chancellor Emil Fey likewise 
carried out a scheduled opening of 
barracks for the fascist guard at Bis- 
amberg. In a brief address he touch- 
ed on the German action, saying: 

“It is not yet possible to estimate 
the character or important conse- 
quences of this move.” | 

There was eager interest in offi- 
cial quarters in learning whether 
Italy had previous knowledge of the 
Hitler action. Austria’s attitude . is 
largely dependent upon this point. 

While not disguising its doubt as 
to the expediency of Germany’s with- 
drawing from the league, Dollfuss’ 
Reichspost emphasized: “There is no 
doubt that the German government’s 
very effective appeal will awaken in 
the great majority of the German peo- 
ple a mighty echo.” 

The pernicious regularity with 
which the victor nations continued to 
postpone fulfillment of their promise 
at Versailles to disarm while at the 
same time insisting that Germany 
remain defenseless “was becoming 
constantly more unbearable,” the 
paper said. 

The pro-government Friepresse 
likewise remarked that the League's 
fatal blunders were becoming boom- 
erangs and finally avenging them- 
selves on the League. It said: 

“Even those completely unsympa- 
thetic toward national socialism can- 
not blind themselves to the facts. 
There has been blunder after blunder. 
There was neither courage enough 
honestly to adjourm nor courage 
enough honestly to get her.” 

e socialist press called Hitler’s 
speech a “declaration of war a 
Europe.” The’ Arbeiter Sonntag 
scathingly said of Hitler’s appeal to 
the German people: “There is no such 
thing as a German people; are 
only soldiers for the coming war.” . 

Evidence of a friendlier feeling for 
Germany in official circles was view- 
ed with particular alarm by the so- 
cialists. Leon Blum, leading French 
socialist who attended an internation- 
al meeting here to consider protection 
for the Austrian working man, said 
before his sudden departure yester- 
day that “we realize there is danger 
of Italian and German fascism reach- 
ing an accord at the expense of the 
Austrian and international proleta- 
riat, and this danger of understanding 
between the fascists must inevitably 
lead to a frightful sharpening of dan- 
ger of war in Europe.”

This publication has just completed 
an investigation which shows that 
much undesirable coffee in Amer- 
ican homes may be the coffee roast- 
ers’ own fault. In short. the coffee 
trade has been shown that much 
of the coffee that reaches the home- 
maker over the grocery counter is 
not fresh enough to make the good, 
satisfying breakfast beverage’ that 
Americans love. 

Just what can we 
ourselves against the 
vetting these stale 
answer is simple. We ean 
freshly roasted bean coffee 
have it ground when we buy it. 

Professor Samuel C. Prescott, after 
fhree years’ scientific study of coffee 
in the department of biology and pub- 
lic health at the Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology, announced that 
coffee in the bean retains its flavor 
longer than ground coffee. It seems 
that man has not vet surpassed Na- 
ture’s own seal—the outer brown 
skin—for protecting the delicate fla- 
vor within. - Professor Prescott also 
found that to get the most possible 
flavor and goodness from the coffee 
henans into the beverarze, we should 
grind them just before making our 
coffee.

Columbia Office To Serve 
North and South Caro- 
lina, Florida, Georgia. 


COLUMBIA, §, C., Oct. 15.—@)— 
A new source of- government credit 
will become available to farmers of the 
Carolinas, Geérgia, and Florida to- 
morrow when the Production Credit 
Corporation of Columbia begins actual 
operations. 

One of the new agencies of the 
feleral farm credit administration, the 
regional corporation will be under the 
direction of Sam L. Looney, who came 
a from Tampa, Fia., to be its presi- 

ent. 

The first step it will take, Looney 
said, will be the organization of local 
credit corporations. These will be 
units of ten or more farmers who 
wish to obtain loans for general agri- 
cultural purposes. 

The financing will be for production 
and harvesting of crops; breeding, 
raising and maar gm of livestock, or 
the production of livestock and poultry 
products. 

It is anticipated that generally local 
associations will be organized on a 
county-wide bagis. Looney said when 
information was reecived that farmers 
wished to form a local association edu- 
cational meetings would be held in 
various parts of the county to ac- 
quaint them with the plan. A repre- 
Sentative will then be sent to a county 
meeting to assist in application for a 
charter. 

Farmers securing loans from the 
local associations will be required to 
purchase Class “B” stock equal to five 
per cent of the amount of their loans. 
This stock carries voting privileges 
for the election of officers and may 
be owned only by farm borrowers. 
It does not carry double liability. 

Usually loans will be restricted to 
one year or less and no loan will be 
made for more than three years. Crop 
loans will be secured ordinarily by 
a first mortgage lien on growing crops 
and other personal property, while

U.S. WILL HASTEN 
HOUSING PROJECTS 


‘Clean and Decent’ Dwell- 
ings To Displace Some 
of Cities’ Slums. — 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 15.—(/)— 
To speed development of Roosevelt 
plans for housing and feeding the na- 
tion’s unfortunates, administration 
nides are proceeding as rapidly as 
possible toward creation of the con- 
templated federal housing corpora- 
tion. 

In another phase of similar work, 
the public works administration, 
which will supply the finances, has 
assigned experts to draw plans for 
the home-constructing agency and 
correlating its activities with the 
projected subsistence farm program. 

Incorporation papers have been pre- 
pared for the housing unit, which will 
be under the general direction of Sec- 
retary Ickes, public works adminis- 
trator. 

Administration officials indicated 
today that the rough outlines of what 
would be done and how would be 
ready soon. 

In general, they said, the plan 
would -be construction of individual 
homes and apartment buildings, none 
to be ostentatious but “clean and de- 
cent places,” to take the place of ex- 
isting slum dwellings. 

No one would estimate how much 
might be spent. One official remark- 
ed that “at least eight billions has 
been suggested from here and there,” 
while others pointed to expenditures 
of around $40,000,000 for slum clear- 
ance already authorized. 

Buildings will be rented and sold 
on the partial payment plan, officials 
said, adding that whether apartment 
spaces would be sold probably would 
depend upon the persons in them and 
any sort of co-operative arrangement 
they might work out to underwrite re- 
payment. 

It was indicated that the apart- 
ments would be “walkups,” with in-

Squad Intact for Wave

The Jackets should be in 
goofi condition to meet the invasion 
of Tulane’s Greenies Saturday, bar- 
ring mishaps this week. A_ great 
crowd is expected for that game and 
it should be some spectacle to watch. 
» There was some improvement noted 
in Tech's general play Saturday. For 
one thing, the week of tedious work 
on blocking detail bore fruit. The 
guards were pulling out better and 
the other players were not missing 
so many blocking assignments. Penal- 
ties, two for 15 yards, hurt Tech at 
times. 

Once the Tech line held for downs 
on its 6-yard line, showing its great- 
est defensive stand of the year. And 
twice meanacing Auburn air attacks 
were broken up inside the 30-yard 
line, once when Jack Phillips grabbed 
Phipps’ pass on his 25 and ran back 
48 yards with it and again when lit- 
tle Tommy Spradling caught Phipps 
heave on his 16 and came back 26 
yards, This alertness helped, and 
also the hard charging of Tech's line 
which caused Phipps to hurry many 
of his throws. 

The Tech line looked much better, 
as a whole. John Pool played a very 
heady game at center while he was 
in there, while Bob Tharpe and Clyde 
Williams, the two starting tackles.

The executive secretary of the 
National Urban League sets forth 
the transition through which the 
Urban league movement has passed 
during the 22 years of its existence 
and emphasizes the factors involved 
in bringing about a change in me- 
chanics and technique, in a recent 
regional conference memorandum to 
local secretaries, 

“Today's social and economic chaos 
presents an insistent demand te the 
agencies of social welfare that they 
re-evaluate their programs and prin- 
ciples of operation. The National 
Urban League is well aware of the 
difficulties that it faces in fostering 
the program which it initiated more 
than two decades ago. We quote from 
the objectives at that time: 

“The objects of this organiaztion 
are to bring about co-ordination and 
co-Operation among existing agencies 
and organizations for improving the 
industrial, economic, social and spir- 
itual conditions among negroes and 
to develop other agencies and organi- 
zations’ where necessary* to secure 
and train negro social workers; to 
make studies of the industrial, eco- 
nomic, social and spiritual condi- 
tions among negroes, and in general 
to promote, encourage, assist and en- 
gage in any and all kinds of work 
for improving the industrial, economic, 
social and spiritual conditions among 
negroes,” 

We realize that these objectives 
have not been fully developed, though 
our program has been prosecuted with 


sustained interest and vigor. Many 
| of the problems have not been touched. 
| The community which was to serve 
| as our workhouse is only in the kin- 
'dergarten of its organization. Social 
| welfare among us is in its infancy. 
| Therefore, to expect unusual results 
|} and infallible programs is to expect 
the impossible. We do know, however, 
that our agency must change suffi- 
ciently to meet new needs. In this 
respect, may we quote you an axiom 
of social growth: 

“If an institution does not occu- 
py too strategic a position or if it 
is not an absolute obstacle to gen- 
eral development, it will become in- 
creasingly ill-adapted to the age, 
lose its vitality, suffer from dry rot, 


and in time fall to crumbling ruin. 
If, however, the institutions are highly 
important, and yet if forms main- 
tained are too rigid for modification 
and adaptation, room must be made 
for others which will correctly ex- 
press. the new social content.” 

The Urban league movement is not 
a rigidly formalized institution. It 
has, therefore, realized that a far- 
sighted policy demanded that the 
league be kept open-minded, prepared 
to make modifications in its tech- 
niques and organization, be prepared 
to slough off ancient and outgrown 
elements that impair its efficiency, 
and be ever ready to adjust to and 
fit changing conditions. This type of 
program does not necessarily mean 
the creation of new machinery, but 
the better use of existing equipment 
and securing a greater interplay of the 
forces involved. 

The influence of the National 
Urban League in the field of social 
improvement is a recognized one, 
Some have felt that its activities in 
the present emergency have not been 
sufficiently publicized. Yet, we are 
very much in the midst of these af- 
fairs, frequently finding that our best 
results were Secured without wide 
} penictty However, we have been 

andicapped several times in our ef- 
forts because we have not been able 
to present a combined front: with our 
local organiaztions. The National can- 
not have the prestige the movement 
deserves when its efforts are weak- 
ened by the apathy and negligence of 
a local branch. The national program 
can be much more effective if there 
is a united response from locals when 
they are called upon to act. 


With reference to ourselves, we 
should face this question very frank- 
ly. Some of us are in a rut. Others 
have lost the prestige once enjoyed. 
These situations are not always due 
to personal incapacity. Frequently, 
they are brought about by external 
forces over which the secretaries have 
no. control. When such situations oc- 
cur, the organization and the secre- 
tary suffer. It is, therefore, deciding 
whether or not he may do more con- 
structive and effective work in an- 
other field. 


In our national staff conferences, 


through conferences. and eommunics- 


tions, The Urban league hag a very 


definite guiding philosophy regarding 
its field and functions. It believes 
in efficient social sérvice. -However; 
(and we quote from a letter. ¥ 
ad to the research div 
of a community chest) “When 
impossible to secure anything 
adequate funds and we cannot get 
other agencies to assume their respen- 
sibility in the-negro field, we very 
often do the best we can, which is 
neither complete nor efficient. We 
know that, and very often éthers who 
have the funds and could contribute 
know it, but we get nowhere in our 
efforts to get a job done well where 
work is very much needed” ... we 
make the most of what we have, 
“which is very little, and then we are 
condemned for making the attempt.’ 


In offering, therefore, the follow- 
ing “better use of existent equipment,’ 


our plans are conditioned by our fi- 


nancial strength. As our ability to 
provide for more basic improvements 
in our functioning processes increases, 
these improvements shall be carefully 
planned and prosecuted. 

Field service is one of the greatest 
needs of our organization. For two 
years now, the national office kas 
carried this item in its budget. Until 
a budgetary allowance: is available, 
the national staff will perform a tem- 


porary field service, effective January 


1, 1934. The tentative set-up of this 
service is as follows: The territory 
of the Urban league branches will be 
divided into five’ fields. Eastern, 
southern, central. western and far 
western. Each field will be officially 
visited by two members of the nation- 
al staff during a calendar year. For 
the time being, the trips to the Pa- 
cific coast branches will of necessity 
be limited to one visit a year. A ro- 
tating service of the national secre- 
taries will permit a closer co-opera- 
tion between the national office, its 
various departments and the local er- 
ganizations. The services of these sec- 
retaries will be available for con- 
struction ‘work in the community as 
well as for intensige work within the 
organiaztion for two periods exch 
year. The details of this service will 
be sent you by the executive secre- 
tary within a month following this 
conference.”

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SLIGHT DECLINE 


NOTED IN COTTON 
AS WEEK CLOSES 


Trade Impulses Waver on 
Crop Estimate and U. S. 
Loan Program During 
Recent Trading. 


NEW ORLEANS, Oct. 15.—The 
main feature of early week in the cot- 
ton market was the government esti- 
mate of 12,885,000 bales. This was 
larger by fully 20,000 bales than the 
trade looked fur and 440,000 bales 
larger than the bureau estimate of 
September 8. As the market had been 
pretty thoroughly liquidated in ad- 
vance, prices instead of declining 
sharply on such a large estimate lost 
immediately only 5 to 7 points and 
then rallied promptly more than 40 
points, the supporting influence be- 
ing the government agreement to ad- 
vance 10 cents a pound on this year’s 
crop on low middling of 7-8 inch 
staple and above. 

With the bureau*report out of the 
way the market quieted down and 
eased off slightly owing to evening up 
of commitments in advance of the Co- 
lumbus Day holiday, although prices 
were in a measure supported by re- 
ports of a growing holding movement 
in the interior based on the ability 
to secure advances of 10 cents a 
pound from the government. 

When trading was resumed after 
the holiday prices gradually eused 
off in sympathy with easier stocks and 


a sharp decline in wheat coupled with 
absence of sustained buying support. 
There was also an increasing volume 
of hedge selling and an almost total 
absence of speculative demand to ab- 
sorb these offerings. A final bearish 
influence was the disappointing Sep- 
tember consumption by domestic mills 
which fell off 89,000 bales compared 
with the August total and was only 
7,000 bales in round figures more 
than the total of September last year. 
The close of the week showed a net 
decline compared with the close of 
Saturday last of 22 points. The spot 
month, October, dropped to 8.82 at 
the week’s close. 

While the demand for spot cotton 
continued liberal mainly from large 
spot interests, there were reports of 
a strong determination on the part

of producers in the interior to hold 
for higher prices. The effect of this 
holding movement was apparent in| 
some falling off.in the daily volume’ 
of spot sales at the leading interior 
markets.

COTTON MART RESUMES 
; SAGGING TENDENCIES 

NEW YORK, Oct. 15.—()—After 
an unusual performance on Monday 
when prices advanced nearly $1 a bale 
in the face of an unexpectedly high 
official crop estimate, the cotton mar 
ket resumed its sagging ways last 
week and closed the period $1 to $1.25 
a bale lower. 

The major part of the loss followed 
the treasury’s announcement of plans 
for retiring a part of the fourth Lib- 
erty 4 1-4 per cent bond issue, through 
cash payments or conversion into a 
new issue of treasury notes. 
Contemplating as it does the offer- 
ing of a new issue of treasury notes 
for general subscription, the govern- 
ment financing scheme was _ looked 
upon as a long step away from any 
immediate intention to expand the 
currency through the channels of in- 
flation. 

As the trade views it, the trend of 
mill activity during the next few 
weeks will depend upon whether mass 
purchasing power broadens sufficient- 
ly to absorb the current production 
of goods.

Consumers’ “Buy Now”

Mis- 
cellaneous freight, however, gained 
a" cars, while coal receded 19,- 
" The small decline in electtic power 
production reduced the gain over 1932 
to 9.3 per cent for the latest week. 
compared to 10.2 per cent the week 
before. Automobile production, ax 
calculated by Cram’s service, dipped 
only 1,358 cars to 37,986, and while 
some recession in retail sales was in- 
dicated, it appeared that the October 
slump this year would be less than 
for this month in any of the” past 
three years. 

The steel industry remained some- 
what hesitant, despite a stepup in 
ingot production of 2 points to 40 
per cent of capacity, as estimated by 
Steel. ‘Phis authority said the in- 
crease was due to specifications on 
contracts expiring this week, and that 
in view of the small volume of new 
business, “the prospects are now for 
a rather sharp reduction.”
